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INTRODUCTION 


A significant impediment to research on the biology of Antarctic fish has been 
the difficulty with identifying components of the ichthyoplankton. Few systematic 
studies on the early life-history of Antarctic fish have been carried out and although 
large numbers of zooplankton samples have been collected from the Southern 
Ocean, the larval and postlarval fish arc rarely fully analysed. 

The SCAR/SCOR Group of Specialists who supervise the international BIO¬ 
MASS research programme recognised this and encouraged ichthyologists to work 
collaboratively, conducting appropriate research, exchanging data and attending 
workshops. The first of these was held in Paris (1-4 September 1981) and it re¬ 
sulted in the development of a standardised methodology (Hureau, 1982) and a 
field-guide key (North and White, 1982). 

Independent research by Dr. V.N. Efremenko on samples of ichthyoplankton 
collected by Soviet research vessels at several sites in the Southern Ocean has pro¬ 
vided the material for the descriptions in the following paper. Research workers 
who want to gain experience with Antarctic ichthyoplankton will find it useful 
to consult the key by North and White (1982) together with Dr Efremenko’s de¬ 
scriptions.
